HE entire feed industry was 
saddened to hear of the death 
of Robert E. York of I. W. 
York & Co., flour jobbers and feed 
dealers, Portage, Wis., Monday, Sep- 
tember 27, at Minneapolis where he 
had gone on a short business: trip. 
Death, which is believed to have 
been due to a heart attack, robbed the 
feed industry of one of its finest char- 
acters. Only a short time before he 
died, Mr. York came to Milwaukee to 
attend an executive meeting of the 
Central Retail Feed Association and 
took a very prominent part in out- 
lining a working program for the com- 
ing year. He devoted many hours to 
the association in an attempt to better 
the interests of the feed industry. 
Fifty-seven years old, Mr. York held 
many responsible positions and was 
respected and well liked by all his busi- 
ness associates. At the time of his 
death he was a director of the Central 
Retail Feed Association and was a for- 
mer president of the Wisconsin State 
Millers’ Association. He was also 
high in both position and esteem in 
state Masonic circles in which he had 


been very active for years. 
In the late ’90s he was associated 
with his father and brother in the 


operation of a flour and feed mill at

Portage. Less than ten years ago the 
mill was destroyed by fire, and Mr. 
York, together with his brother, en- 
tered the flour and feed retail and job- 
bing business in Portage. In his deal- 
ings he became known throughout the 
state as a highly reliable and thorough- 
ly high class business man. His genial- 
ness and fine disposition won him 
many friends wherever he went, and 
it was generally known that he was 
always ready to participate and give 
his time to any movement which fur- 
thered the interests of the feed in- 
dustry. 

In Mr. York’s death, the feed indus- 
try is losing one of its hardest work- 
ers, a most ardent supporter and a 
man whose friends are almost without 
number.

I Tried Milling, Writes Bill Nye 
Quits For Good Of Cause 


Milling Business May Be Learned Shoveling Bran 16 Hours A Day 
Famous American Humorist Did His Bookkeeping In Middlings Pile 


THINK I was about 18 years of 
I age when/I decided that I would 

be a miller, with flour on my 
clothes and a salary of $200 per month. 
This was not the first thing I had de- 
cided to be, and afterwards changed 
my mind: about. 

I engaged to learn my profession 
of a man called Sam Newton, I be- 
lieve; at least I will call; him, that for 
the sake of argument. My business 
was to weigh wheat, deduct as much 
as possible on account of cockle, pig- 
eon grass and wild buckwheat, and 
to chisel the honest farmer out of all 
he would stand. This was the pro- 
gramme with Mr. Newton; but I am 
happy to say that it met with its re- 
ward, and the sheriff afterwards op- 
erated the mill. 


Scoop Shovel Bookkeeping 

On stormy days I did the book- 
keeping, with a scoop shovel behind 
my ear, in a pile of middlings on the 
fifth floor. 
doing a good deal of this kind of brain 
work. I would chop the ice out of the 
turbine wheel at 5 o'clock A. M., and 
then frolic up six flights of stairs 
and shovel shorts till 9 o’clock P. M. 

By shoveling bran and other vege- 
tables 16 hours a day, a general knowl- 
edge of the milling business may be 
readily obtained. I used to scoop mid- 
dlings; till I could see stars, and then 
I would look out at the landscape 
and ponder. 

Brain Work vs. Brawn 

I got so that I piled up more pon- 
der, after a while, than I did mid- 
dlings. 

One day the proprietor came ‘up 
stairs and discovered me in a brown 
study, whereupon, he cursed me in a 
subdued Presbyterian way, abbreviated 
my salary from $26 per month to $18 
and reduced me to the ranks. 

Afterward'I got together enough de- 
sultory information so that I could 
superintend the feed stone. The feed 
stone is used to grind hen feed and 
other luxuries. One I noticed an 
odor that reminded me of a hot over- 
shoe trying to smother a glue factory 
at the close of a tropical day. I spoke 
to the chief floor walker of the mill 
about it, and he said “dod gammit” 
or something that sounded like that,

in a coarse and brutal manner. He 
then kicked my person in a rude and 
hurried tone of voice, and told me 
that the feed stone was burning up. 
Bill “Jumps His Job” 

Hle was a very fierce man, with a 
violent and ungovernable temper, and, 
finding that I was only increasing his

brutal fury, I afterwards resigned my 
position. I talked it over with the 
proprietor and both agreed that it 
would be best. He agreed to it before 
I did, and rather hurried up my de- 
termination to go. 

I rather hated to go so soon, but 
he made it an object for me to go, 
and I went. I started in with the idea 
that I would begin at the bottom of 
the ladder, as it were, and gradually 
climb to the bran bin by my own ex- 
ertions, hoping by honesty, industry, 
and carrying two bushels of wheat up 
nine flights of stairs, to become a 
wealthy man, with corn meal in my 
hair and cracked wheat in my coat 
pocket, but I did not seem to accom- 
plish it. 

Lost to Milling Industry 

Instead of having ink on my fingers 
and a chastened look of woe on my 
clear-cut Grecian features, I might 
have poured No. 1 hard wheat and 
buckwheat flour out of my long taper 
ears every: night, if I had stuck to 
the profession. Still, as I say, it was 
for another man’s best good that I

resigned. The head miller had no con- 
trol over himself and the proprietor 
had rather set his heart on my resig- 
nation, so it was better that way. 

Still I like to roll around in the bran 
pile, and monkey;in the cracked wheat. 
I love also to go out in the kitchen 
and put corn meal down the back 
of the cook’s neck while my wiie is 
working a purple silk Kensington 
dog, with navy blue mane and tail, on 
a Gothic lambrequin. 

Had No Love of the Beautiful 

I can never cease to hanker for the 
humble and grumble of the busy mill, 
and the solemn murmur of the mill- 
stones and the machinery are music 
to me. More sa than the solemn 
murmur of the proprietor used to be 
when he came in at an inopportune 
moment, and in that impromptu and 
extemporaneous manner of his, and 
found me admiring the wild and beau- 
tiful scenery. He may have been a 
good miller, but he had no love for 
the beautiful. Perhaps that is why 
he was always so cold and cruel tow- 
ard me. My slender, willowy grace 
and mellow, bird-like voice never 
seemed to melt his stony heart.

Central Retail Feed Executive Committee Meets At Milwaukee 
New Members To Pay Only $2.00 Now For Dues For Balance Of Year 


HE Central Retail Feed Asso- 

I ciation is now three months old. 

Feed dealers, both members 
and non-members, are asking three 
questions: 

Has the association done anything? 

Is the association doing anything? 

Does the association plan to do any- 
thing? 

The officers and directors of the as- 
sociation knew these questions were 
being asked but decided that time was 
needed in which to study the situation 
and make plans before any answer 
could be given. Various members of 
the Executive Committee have met and 
talked the situation over frequently 
since the convention, all have given 
time and thought to studying condi- 
tions. 


Executive Committee Meeting 


On Monday, September 20, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee held a_ regular 
meeting at the Plankinton Hotel, Mil- 
waukee, called by order of President 
D. W. McKercher, Wisconsin Rapids, 
Wis., and definitely outlined a program 
of constructive activity for the Cen- 
tral Retail Feed Association. There 
are six distinctive activities broadly 
outlined in the program as adopted by 
the Executive Committee. (See list 
published on this page.) 

Since organization, the association 
has not been inactive despite the fact 
that no definite program of activity 
had been announced. The accomplish- 
ments have not been great, but much 
could not be expected. It takes time 
to accomplish anything which is real- 
ly worth while. A list of the work 
which has; been and is being done fol- 
lows: 


Association Membership Increased 


1. The association has been increas- 
ed in membership and in strength. The 
association had 138 paid prospective 
members when the organization met 
at Milwaukee, June 22. An inexpen- 
sive membership campaign has been 
conducted since that time and thirty 
additional members have been secured. 
The total membership is now 168. This 
is more than any similar organization 
in this territory ever had but it is not 
enough. The membership campaign is 
being continued and dealers may now 
join by paying only| $2.00 dues for the 
balance of 1926.

Your Association Program 
What We’re Trying To Do 


1. Closer Co-operation Among Dealers. More friendly and closer 
co-operation among retail feed dealers will eliminate many petty dif- 
ficulties which now sometimes prevent dealers in a given locality from 
making a legitimate profit. 


2. Selling for Cash, Not Credit. To successfully meet competition, 
retail feed dealers must eventually do business on a cash basis. Your 
association believes that now, when conditions among farmers are gen- 
erally good, is the time to change. 


3. Better Market Information. Feed dealers need market information 
which is unbiased from either the buyers or seller’s point of view. The 
association will eventually issue market letters and in the meantime 
dealers are urged to send for the free market bulletins issued twice eaclt 
week by the Wisconsin Department of Markets. 


4. Local Feed Dealers’ Clubs. The association is organizing clubs in 
various localities and several such informal get-together meetings have 
already been held. Get acquainted with your competitor, he’s not such 
a bad fellow after all. | 


5. Direct Selling to Farmers. Your association plans to conduct an 
educational campaign which will convince jobbers, millers and manu- 
facturers that it is to their interests'to sell through dealers. Farmers 
in every community need feed service stations and legitimaté service 
stores should be given the benefit of jobber, miller and manufacturer 
protection. 


6. Information Service Bureau. .Whenever you desire information 
about any feed or allied product, or about any firm handling the same, 
the association will try to get accurate data for you. If you wish any 
special service, no matter what it is, write the secretary, 86 Michigan 


street, Milwaukee. 


2. One local club has been organ- 
ized among dealers in the Jefferson- 
Watertown district and others are in 
the progress of organization in the ter- 
ritories adjacent to Sparta, Wisconsin 
Rapids and Portage. It is hoped that 
similar clubs will shortly be organized 
at Geneva, Ill., and Whitewater and 
Mineral Point, Wis. The Watertown 
District Feed Dealers’ Club has held 
two meetings and now has credit plan 
in successful operation. 

Direct Selling Checked 

3. More than a dozen instances of 
direct selling have been reported to the 
association by various dealers and 
checked back to the millers, manufac- 
turers or jobbers concerned. In three 
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cases certain jobbers were wrongly 
accused. In two others jobbers denied 
making sales charged and agreed to 
discontinue quoting farmers. ‘The as- 
sociation can do little except in an 
educational way in attempting to elini- 
inate this trouble but most wholesalers 
prefer to deal strictly with dealers and 
are glad to hear from the association 
on these matters. 

4. Other work performed and in 
progress includes answering one deal- 
er inquiry concerning a mineral feed 
organization; arousing dealer thought 
on the cash and credit problem 
through publication of dealer experi- 
ence articles in The Feed Bag; work 
in the field by the secretary, David K. 
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Steenbergh, who has personally seen 
more than 150 dealers during the past 
two months; investigation by the sec- 
retary’s office, of ways and means of 
eventually distributing unbiased mar- 
ket information to the membership; 
investigation, by the secretary's office, 
of the feasibility of conducting a mu- 
tual collection agency as an associa- 
tion activity; investigation, by the sec- 
retary’s office, of ways and means of 
preventing state and federal employ- 
ees, supported by taxes we pay, from 
promoting direct buying among farm- 
ers.

In reviewing the program of the 
association following its adoption by 
the Executive Committee, F. Kern of 
the Sparta Produce Exchange, Sparta, 
Wis., a director, pointed out that no 
program can be effective without the 
co-operation of at least a majority of 
the dealers. 

“Take the first object listed,” he said. 
“All dealers must have open minds and 
cast old prejudices aside if any good 
is to come from knowing one’s com- 
petitor. Nobody, however, can deny 
that closer co-operation among deal- 
ers would be beneficial to the entire 
feed trade. 

It Must and Will Be Done 

“To achieve our second object, that 
of selling for cash rather than credit, 
we dealers must forget our old ‘it can’t 
be done’ attitude and determine that 
it must and will be done. Some deai- 
ers have already proven that cash feed 
stores can be operated successfully. 
Other dealers have established credit 
policies that have proven successful. 
We must study what these fellows 
have done, consider our own special

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problems and try and do likewise. 

“The third object’s fulfillment is en- 
tirely up to the officers and association. 
Market letters will be issued as soon 
as funds and other contingent circum- 
stances permit. In the meantime, how- 
ever, every dealer can co-operate to 
the extent of writing the Wisconsin 
Department of Markets, Madison, 
Wis., and ask to be placed on the mail- 
ing list, to receive the state’s twice 
weekly bulletin. 

Support Your Local Club 

“Object, four. When one or two 
dealers in ycur locality take the in- 
itiative and call a meeting for the pur- 
pose of organizing informally, it is up 
to every single dealer to see that he 
attends. No dealer should make ex- 
cuses even to himself. Local clubs, as 
the association, can be only what we 
make them. 

“To help the association in its cam- 
paign to educate jobbers, millers and 
manufacturers on the advantages of 
selling only through dealers, dealers 
should be careful never to make un- 


‘warranted complaints. When you do 


make reports of direct selling, be sure 
to give all details including names of 
shippers and receivers. 

Service at Your Command 

“Object, six. The association in- 
formation bureau can be_ beneficial 
only to dealers who use it. It is en- 
tirely up to you. The service is at 
your command. 

“Finally,” Mr. Kern concluded, “re- 
member that the association through 
the officers is doing the best it can 
under present circumstances. If you 
have suggestions of how improvements 
can be made, send them in. If you 
have something to criticize, do that 
direct to officers so that they can cor- 
rect whatever is wrong. Let every- 
body know that you are a booster for 
the Central Retail Feed Association, 
not a knocker.”

New Stores, Steel Grain Tanks, Canal Elevator Seen On Homeward Trip 
Grist Mill Business Picking-Up; Buying Interest Greater At All Stores

HE road markers are yellow in 
Minnesota and white in Wiscon- 
sin. When the yellow 3 gave 
way to the white 29, on. the bridge 
between La Crescent and La Crosse, 
there was an unmistakable stir within 
us. With this stir, came the desire 
to push our mud 
covered Ford as 
far into Wiscon- 
sin as possible be- 
fore darkness or 
further rains 
stopped us. We 
wanted to call on 
the feed dealers 
at La Crosse, but 
didn’t; at West 
Bangor, but 
didn’t; at Sparta, 
but couldn’t as 
F. Kern has already closed the doors 
of the Sparta Produce Exchange for 
the evening. The next morning, feel- 
ing safely home again, we surprised 
S. G. Sorenson, dealer at Tomah, Wis., 
with an early call. 
Sorenson Building Warehouse 

S. G. Sorenson has been in the retail 
feed business at Tomah since the fall 
of 1921, and his success in building 
a large trade is evidenced by the fact 
he is now completing construction of 
a new elevator and warehouse. His 
new building will have a storage ca- 
pacity of twenty cars, which added to 
what he already has in his present 
warehouse, will give him a total ca- 
pacity of thirty cars. Mr. Sorenson 
operates a Diamond attrition mill at 
his feed ‘store and may eventually in- 
stall a mixer and cracker. He handles 
Gold Medal and Stinbeam flour. 

There are four feed stores at Tomah 
in addition to the one conducted by 
Mr. Sorenson. The others are the 
Tomah Co-operative Farmers Eleva- 
tor Co., Chapman & Chapman, Syver- 
son & Earle, and the Western Supply 
Co.

Has Steel Grain Tanks 

The Western Supply Co. was form- 
erly known as the Tomah Roller Mills, 
and we called at the fine country mill 
located on La Crosse street to see J. 
W. Kress. Mr. Kress was buying a 
car of egg mash when we arrived, but 
with his purchase completed, he took 


us around to the back of the mill where 
he showed us two steel grain tanks 
in the process of construction. These 
tanks were the first steel tanks we have 
seen anywhere in the country and at 
some future date, we will be interested 
to learn how they are standing up in 
service. The Western Supply Co. does 
not have immediate railroad facilities, 
but operates a ten-car warehouse lo- 
cated on the tracks. The company 
also operates a branch store at Sparta. 

Martin Hansen is manager of the 
Camp Douglas Farmers Co., Camp 
Douglas, Wis., which firm handles ev- 
erything from flour and feed to farm 
implements and package seeds. A 
group of farmers in the vicinity of 
Camp Douglas organized a co-opera- 
tive company and took over the Glea- 
son & Son business about seven years 
ago. In 1923, the co-operative com- 
pany was discontinued and a_ stock 
company, with 70 stockholders, sub- 
stituted. In addition to serving as 
manager of the Camp Douglas Farm- 
ers Co., Mr. Hansen serves his village 
as clerk. Our friend Bob Tyson must 
be a great favorite at Camp Douglas 
judging from the amount of Quaker 
flour and feeds which Mr. Hansen 
carries in stock. 

Ralph Klinker at Work 

The A. Klinker feed store is well 
located on the main street of New Lis- 
bon, Wis. The office was deserted 
when we entered, but after climbing 
ever a good stock of Mill Rose flour 
and Quaker feeds, we reached the rear 
of the establishment where Ralph Klin- 
ker was keeping his father’s Diamond 
attrition mill going full blast. Ralph 
has been working with his dad for 
several years now, and says he likes 
the feed business very much. 

We went through Mauston and Kil- 
bourn without stopping. If we had 
stopped at Kilbourn, we were afraid 
we might have been tempted to take 
the Dells boat trip. We have never 
scen the Wisconsin Dells, but the few 
river views we were able to see from 
the road convinced us that we must 
get back to Kilbourn at the earliest 
opportunity and see the Dells as well 
as cal! on the various feed dealers in 
the locality. 

We reached Portage about noon.

Portage has two progressive feed 
stores, H. A. Cuff & Sons, and I. W. 
York & Co. The Cuff firm operates 
a warehouse and grist mill with mixer 
and cracker. I. W. York & Co. is one 
of the largest flour jobbing firms in 
interior Wisconsin. The York store 
is located at 117 West Cook street and 
the company also has an elevator and 
warehouse on the Milwaukee Road 
tracks. 

Portage was a grain and milling cen- 
ter of considerable consequence in the 
old days when the Portage canal was 
important as the link between the Great 
Lakes and the Mississippi river ship- 
ping. I. W. York & Co. operated a 
flour mill at that time, but when it 
burned several years ago, no effort was 
made to rebuild. The present I. W. 
York & Co. grain elevator was origin- 
ally built to be loaded from canal 
boats, and is one of the oldest country 
grain elevators in the state. 

G. W. Spear Makes Feeds 

G. W. Spear is manager of one of 
the finest farmers’ flour and feed com- 
panies we _ have 
ever visited, the 
Wyocena Farm- 
ers Co-operative 
Co., Wyocena, 
Wis. The Wyo- 
cena company has 
a large warehouse 
operated in con- 
junction with a 
well - equipped 
feed manufactur- 
ing plant. The 
company manu- 
factures Wyocena brand scratch 
feeds, dairy rations, mashes and calf 
meal. The machinery used included a 
Monarch attrition mill and a vertical 
batch mixer. 

The Wyocena Farmers Co-opera- 
tive Co. conducts its business along 
most progressive lines, and, as a means 
of preventing any credit problem, 
charges 7 per cent interest on unpaid 
accounts after sixty days. As a re- 
sult, the company is strong both finan- 
cially and with the farmers. There is 
no other feed store at Wyocena, but 
it would hardly be feasible for anybody 
to start one there as all the trade is 
well satisfied with Mr. Spear and his

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assistant, Delbert Cowley. Corner- 
stone flour, manufactured at the La 
Grange mills, Red Wing, Minn., is the 
best seller at the Wyocena Farmers 
Co-operative Co. 
Three Dealers at Rio 

Rio, located just a few miles from 
Wyocena, has three firms which handle 
feed. Thomas Sampson, who for 25 
years was associated with leading firms 
at the Milwaukee Chamber of Com- 
merce, is manager of the Rio Co-op- 
erative Produce Co. The Rio Co-op- 
erative Produce Co. ships several cars 
of oats, barley and rye each year, han- 
dles feed including some which Mr. 
Spear makes at Wyocena, and operates 
a grist mill. Garland flour, made by 
the Stokes Milling Co., Watertown, 
S. D., is the leading seller. Other firms 


which handle feed are Hall & Salis- © 


bury, potato buyers, and Price Broth- 
ers. 

Dealer co-operation is practiced in 
n-th degree at Columbus, Wis., where 
our good friends, Guy V. Dering and 
Joe Free hold forth. Messrs. Free and 
Dering often do their buying together 
and in all things try to co-operate with 
each other to the interests of their pa- 
trons and themselves. Both firms have 
stores in the business section of Co- 
lumbus, and warehouses, and sales sta- 
tions on the tracks.

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Wis. He didn’t, learn much about the 
feed business at Delafield, but he did 
learn how to shoot a rifle, and when 
we called at Columbus, Mr. Dering 
was at Dayton, Ohio, making arrange- 
ments for the annual tournament of 
the American Trap Shooters’ Associa- 
tion, of which he is president. 

August O. Yudes is manager of Mr. 
Dering’s track station. As receiving 
agent for Mr. Dering, he handles ap- 
proximately one car a day, including 
the coal and cement which his firm 
sells. Guy V. Dering jobbs Big Joe, 
Occident, Mother Hubbard and Pills- 
bury flour, and handles feed manufac- 
tured by the Purina Mills, Chapin & 
Co., and the American Milling Co. 


Mrs. Joe Free and Joe 

Mrs. Joe Free is quite as important 
as Joe himself in the conducting of the 
Joe Free flour, feed, salt, hides, furs, 
wool, seeds, cream, eggs, and poultry 
business. This is saying a lot, for in 
our opinion, Joe is one of the most 
progressive dealers in the feed industry 
today.

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Protest Contract Errors Promptly 
Delays Prove Costly 


Merchants Right To Avoid Contract For Mistakes Voided By Delays 
After Expiration Of Reasonable Time, Courts Rule Against Buyer 


HERE a contract for the pur- 

\ \ chase of goods has been en- 

tered into through mistake, 
fraud or misrepresentation, it may, un- 
der certain circumstances, be avoided 
on these grounds. However, generally 
speaking, where a merchant desires to 
take advantage of reasons of this kind 
and avoid a contract, he must act with 
reasonable promptness in denying the 
contract. 

In other words, when a merchant 
discovers a contract is not what he 
supposed it to be, and has grounds 
for avoiding it under the heading of 
mistake, fraud or misrepresentation, he 
is bound to notify the other party to 
the contract of his intention to rescind 
within a reasonable time. And, if he 
fails in this, his inaction may cut off 
his right, if he had one, to avoid the 
contract. For example. 


Merchant Signs Contract 
A merchant was visited by a travel- 
ing salesman and induced to sign cer- 
tain notes and a contract for a bill of 
goods. Following this the salesman’s 
firm sent him a copy of the notes and 
contract he had signed. The merchant 
examined these papers, and concluded 
that they did not express the agree- 
ment, as understood by him, at the time 
he talked with the salesman. 
According to his understanding of 
the agreement, he was not to be ob- 
ligated to pay the notes unless the 
goods covered were sold by him. How- 
ever, the contract and notes before 
him, it appears, clearly: obligated him 
to pay the notes, regardless of his suc- 
cess in disposing of the goods. 


Dealer “Put It Off” 


Now, at this time the goods had 
not arrived, but the merchant took no 
action, and awaited their arrival. When 
the goods arrived the merchant still 
remained silent, in so far as notifying 
the seller of the alleged mistake in the 
contract, and sold some of the goods 
to his trade. He failed to sell all the 
goods, and, when the seller demanded 
payment of the notes, attempted to 
avoid the payment thereof on the 
ground that the contract was other 
than he understood it when he entered 
into it. 

The seller thereupon brought suit

on the contract and notes. A trial was 
had, and following this an appeal was 
taken to the higher court. Here, after 
a review of the facts as they have 
been outlined, the court, in passing 
upon the right of the merchant to 
avoid the contract, in view of his fail- 
ure to take prompt action, among other 
things, said: 

“Although appellee (merchant) read

the copy of the contract received with 
copies of the notes, he did not make 
complaint to the company of the terms 
of the contract, but, with the contract 
before him, and with full knowledge 
of its contents, he received and accept- 
ed the shipment * * *. Some of 
the goods were sold by appellee to his 
race. 

“The inactivity of appellee, * * * 
when he learned the true terms of 
the contract signed by him, and his 
acceptance of the goods purchased un- 
der the contract, estopped him to re- 
pudiate the contract, after an unrea- 
sonable delay. 

“He learned the true contents. of 
the contract about five days after he 
signed it, in November. He was en- 
titled to a reasonable time in which to 


determine what he would do, that is, 


whether he would abide the terms of 
the contract or repudiate it, and ask 
a cancellation of his notes, but, after 
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the expiration of a reasonable time in 
which to make his election, appellee, 
* * * was bound, in the absence 
of an election, to abide by’ the terms 


of the contract which he signed. 
* 


Conclusion and Summary 

The foregoing case aptly illustrates 
the possible danger to a merchant by 
mere inaction and delay in a situa- 
tion of this kind. In fact, under cir- 
cumstances like those in the case re- 
viewed, the merchant may by an un- 
reasonable delay destroy all his right 
to assert even a defense of real merit. 

So, where a contract of this kind 
is found not to be what the merchant 
entered into, through mistaké, fraud 
or misrepresentation, the latter should, 
for his own protection, act promptly 
in notifying the other; party to the 
contract of his recission. If this is 
done the merchant will preserve all 
his legal rights, and, whether his con- 
tention proves correct or not, he will 
at least be entitled to have it passed 
upon by the courts. Otherwise, as 


. we have seen, an unreasonable delay 


in such a case may cut off whatever 
right he may have had to resist the 
enforcement of the contract against 
him.

average for this time of the year and 
should a marked improvement take 
place in the consumer demand reserve 
stocks are not considered sufficient to

The high protein feeds have mostly 
been. dull. Cottonseed meal prices 
have been further sharply reduced and 
manufacturers of gluten feed have also 
recently reduced their prices $2.00 per 
ton. Linseed meal is the steadiest of 
the high protein feeds, with a fair 
to good business having been transact- 
ed in this commodity during the past 
few weeks. Production of linseed meal 
in the Northwest is heavy but suffi- 
cient business has been done recent- 
ly to keep the increased output mov- 
ing in good shape. The hominy and 
other corn feed markets are without 
feature. The demand is not active and 
prices are held barely steady. 

Feeds today, September 28, are quot- 
ed at the Minneapolis market as fol- 
lows: Standard bran, $21.25 to $21.50; 
pure bran, $22.00; standard middlings, 
$22.50; flour middlings, $27.00 to 
$28.00; red dog, $30.50 to $33.00; 34% 
linseed meal, $43.50.

WHAT ABOUT LINSEED MEAL 

The linseed meal situation is very 
peculiar. Normally 43% prime cotton- 
seed meal sells for equal or more than 
34% linseed meal. This year, how- 
ever, the situation is reversed. 349% 
linseed meal is worth around $46.50 
Milwaukee whereas 43% prime cotton- 
seed meal is actually selling at $10.00 
to $11.00 under. The reasons for the 
siump in cottonseed meal lie perhaps 
in the fact that there have been three 
large successive cotton crops—the¢ ex- 
port business on cottonseed meal has 
fallen off entirely, and the usual chan- 
nels have been wholly unable to ab- 
sorb the cottonseed meal coming on 
the market. On the other hand, the 
demand for linseed meal is very good. 
Linseed oil is very low, every tank car 
crushed actually spells a loss. This 
with an advancing market on flax can- 
not help but keep the linseed meal 
market firm, and ‘should cottonseed 
meal make any advances, higher prices 
on linseed meal would not be surpris- 
ing.
